DESPERATE SHOOTING 
IN HONGKEW.

On Sunday afternoon, a desperate shooting sa 
affray occured in Hongkew, in which two Shai- 
tung men, cach armed with a pair of revolvers, 
kept up a sanning fire, and itis matter for sure 
prise that, there were only two victims, It sccins 
that there are gangs of Shantung loafers in Shang- 
hai, whese only known ‘means of livelihood is fa 
squeczing Tientsin theatrical companies ;.a feud 
exists between two of the gangs, and the native 
detectives heard some days ago that a fight be- | 
tween the gangs was expected to come olf soon. 
‘Ten days ‘ago, one of the gangs was re-inforced 
by the arrival of eighteen men from Tientsin— 
the leader of the gang had sent specially for the - 
best ‘and biggest 1uffians they could get up 
north, and two of these latter have now shown 
their hand. Three of these Tientsin men had 
been staying In Hongkew since their arrival 
ten days. ago, In that short time they have 
been living at three different lodging houses, 
which looks as ifthey did not want to stay too 
long in one place in cage some of their dirk 
ames should be discovered, ‘Their movements 
ave been rather suspicious, although the lodging-' 
house keepers did not suspect anything. The 
fact of their staying in Hongkew is of itself sus- . 
picious, being so far away from the head-quarters ‘ 
of the gang, ar these Tientsin loafers chiefly in- 
fest the purlicus of Canton and Fohkien Roads, © 
near the Chinese theatres, Besides tho.three 
already referred to, two other Tlentsin men wero 
lodging in the same locality in Hongkew, and 
though they kept apart, it is believed they 
were doing so'for a purpose, and that they 
were all engaged in some deep plot. It {s very 
probable that they were “prospecting” tor an 
armed attack on a large pawnshop in the 
neighbourhood or some other daring robbery. 
Yesterday afternoon, between four and five 
o'clock, two ofthe Shantung men were on the 
road Ieading by the side of Hongkew Creek, 
from the Broadway to the river, and as some 
natives observed the Shantung men were carry> 
ing fire arma, they called the attention of anative 
constable to'the fact. One 6f-the Shantung men 
was a very stalwart and powerful fellow, considers - .
